Paris, April 14, 1864. 

THE public conscience has been revolted by the 
defeat of M. Jules Janin. There is something nearer 
approaching unanimity in the general indignation 
raised by the last academical election than I have 
ever seen here. All seem to feel that a great wrong 
has been done by excluding the writer, who is now 
sixty-two years old, and who has for more than 
thirty years been the able, gallant, and indefatigable 
critic of the “Journal des Débats.’”’ Iam mistaken 
if M. Prévost Paradol does not regret his victory 
over a gentleman so many years his elder (M. Pré- 
vost Paradol is only six-and-thirty), and who has 
been his colaborer in the same newspaper. Deli- 
cacy ought to have commanded him to keep aloof 
from the contest. M. Emile de Girardin said, in 
“La Presse :” “ Jules Janin’s titles are as numerous 
and as varied as M. Prévost Paradol’s are few and 
unvaried. Could not M. Prévost Paradol wait until 
his elder brother had entered the Academy that he 
might enter after him?’’ The vote was as follows: 
for M. Jules Janin, Messrs. Viennet, Jules Sandeanu, 
Ponsard, Flourens, Pongerville, Nisard, de Sacy, 
Legouvé, Patin, Lebrun, Octave Feuillet, Sainte- 
Beuve, de Lamartine, Emile Augier, and Dupin. 
For M. Prévost Paradol: Messrs. Thiers, Mignet, 
Guizot, Carné, de Remusat, Villemain, de Baranke, 
(Bishop) Dupanloup, Vitel, the Duke de Broglie, 
the Prince de Broglie, de Laprade, de Ségur, de Mon- 
talembert, Berryer, and Dufaure. Messrs. Victor 
Hugo, Victor Cousin, Prosper Merimée, Saint Mare 
Girardin, de Falloux were absent. Messrs. Victor 
Hugo, Merimée, and Saint Mare Girardin would have 
voted for M. Janin; the other two absentees would 
have voted against him. M. Guizot had promised M. 
Janin his voice, and did vote for him upon the first 
and second ballot, but he bolted on the third vote, 
and defeated M. Janin. General surprise is felt that 
M. Viilemain should have voted against M. Janin. 
Since the election everybody has done himself 
the honor to pay a visitto M. Janin. He no longer 


lives in the Rue de Vaugirard, with the Luxembourg ,

The antechamber of his house, like 
those in the provinces, is the kitchen, through 
which you pass to the drawing-room, which is fitted 
up in characteristic style.

‘anxious to show this veteran of letters the esteem 
in which he was held. M. Prévost Paradol called 
on him the day after the election. He received M, 
Prévost Paradol with friendship and courtesy. He 
did not betray the least vexation in language or 
countenance ; he only said, as he went with his guest 
to the door, smiling with an inexpressible smile ag 
he made the remark: “I have but one regret, that 
of being unable to say as formerly to you, Au revoir, 
mon cher confréere.” (To our next meeting, my dear 

fellow-laborer. ) 

The Monday following the election, M. Janin did 
not contribute his accustomed weekly dramatie 
report to the “ Journal des Débats,’’ but he sent in 
its place “ An Academical Dream.” It began with 
these words: “It was midnight by the sky gleam- 
ing with stars, in profound silence, with the mur- 
mur of the river flowing to the ocean, it seemed to 
me that between the two granite lions whose open 
jaws throw so painfully a thin bead of water, an 
expressive image of poetry on its last legs, the 
portals of the Institute were opened, and that con- 
fused voices summoned me under the solemn vault 
of the French Academy amid an indulgent and 
sympathetic assembly. Then screwing my courage 
to the highest point I extemporized my reception 
speech, sometimes mingled with a murmur of ap- 
probation.” He then goes on to deliver in acade 
mical style a eulogy on Count Alfred de Vigny. 
The eulogy ended, M. Janin adds: “ After he had 
delivered his reception speech, and when he mo- 
destly believed that he had conquered every vote, 
the feuil/eton-maker heard grate on their hinges 
those formidable portals with the sacramental 
words, ‘ Vude retro!’ The Institute clock struck 
one of the night, the two lions with wide-stretched 
jaws had exhausted their bead of water, the Seine 
growling in the distance swept away to the land of 
dreams and vanities my dreams, my discourse, and 
my feuilleton.” M. Thiers went from the Institute 
to the Legislative Body, and as he entered it he 
rubbed his hands in great glee, saying: ‘Our can- 
didate has triumphed!” M. Havin, the editor of 
|“ Le Siecle,” said, “’Tis nothing to boast of! Jules 
Janin had every title to thegplace and to merit 
academical honors; ’tis not enough to have written 
!a few newspaper articles, even though they were 
in opposition to the Government.” A murmur of 
applause greeted this reply, and M. Thiers said no- 
' thing, but went straight to his seat, where, as usual, 

he went to sleep. M. Camille Doucet’s election 
does not raise so much opposition. He is one of 
those smooth, polished, round social zeros we are 
all accustomed to see everywhere; now utterly 
insignificant, presently figuring in a procession of 
thousands, by and by of millions. He tries to dis- 

‘arm epigrammatic writers by modestly saying: 

“T had but one way of attaining immortality in my 

lifetime; it is a trick I have played on posterity by 

discounting the forgetfulness it keeps in reserve for 
me.” 

I have to record the death of Dr. H. G. Ollendorf, 
well known throughout the world as a manufacturer 
of methods for learning foreign languages. He was 
not the inventor of the method, which seems # 
have been invented by a man named Hamilton, 
and was greatly improved by a French teacher of 
‘languages at New York, one Jean Manesca.* Ol 

lendorf’s system was the converse of Manesca’s, 
and experienced teachers have repeatedly declared

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to me that the change was a great blunder. I 
think these systems are allinjurious, I have never 
yet seen a pupil trained according to them able to 
master the grammar of the tongue learned. Ollen- 
dorf was a German Jew, of insignificant appearance, 
which even his spectacles did not improve. He 
lived shabbily on the fourth or fifth story of a great 
chocolate factory in the Rue Richelieu. I have met 
him almost every day for the last seventeen years at 
the shop of a newspaper vendor. He bought none 
but secondhand newspapers, that is, papers a day 
old, and which had gone through many hands. He 
had an immense number of pupils, although his 
mde and insolent manners.drove many persons 
fom him. He had under him many tutors who 
would between his lessons drill his pupils. Thus 
he would give three lessons a week and his tutor 
would give three, whereby the pupil would receive 
a lesson daily. This system is universal here 
among the eminent pianists, singing-masters, thea- 
trical-masters, and even the dancing and fencing- 
wasters. It is useful to the pupil and profitable to 
the master, for half the tutor’s pay goes into his 
(the master’s) pocket. Ollendorf had under him 
not only French and German, but Spanish and 
Italian tutors. He must have reaped a considerable 
income from this source alone. His books had an 
immense sale, and as he was his own publisher— 
let me make the sign of the cross and sprinkle holy 
water on my pen before I complete the phrase—all 
of his profits on them went into his own purse. He 
allowed the spyllers only the ordinary trade com- 
mission. As he lived penuriously, he must have 
left a considerable estate which his wife and chil- 
dren inherit. He was only sixty years old, and did 
not look to be forty. His death surprised me. 

M. Louis Perrin, the celebrated Lyons printer, is 
dead. The day before he died he gave the last 
touches to an “Imitation of Jesus Christ,” all of 
whose types he drew for the founder. It will be the 
last work bearing his signature. 

M. Edmond About has published the following 
curious bit of autobiography: “ The first time I met 
M. de Lavalette was at Athens, in 1852, when he 
was on his way to Constantinople. This little 
event made an impression on me, because it led me 
tomake a stupid step two years afterwards. I had 
become almost in love with diplomacy upon seeing 
it personified in so polished and elegant a gentle- 
man, With such profound and delicate information. 
When I returned to France, I ran to M. Thouve- 
uel, who was then Director of Foreign Affairs, and 
said: ‘I beg of you to take me on trial in some 
ofice of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. There is 
tertainly some obscure corner where you may put 
alittle table for me. I am pushed by an irresist- 
ible vocation towards diplomacy. I must be a 
tiplomatist or die.’ M. Thouvenel replied to me 
vith as much sense as kindness, and dissuaded me 
‘om entering diplomacy, as old as Iwas (I was 
then twenty-five): ‘Try something else; if you 
rally have a vocation for diplomacy, you will at 
mce become an ambassador by making a distin- 
guished figure in the Chamber of Deputies. In 
tiplomacy, as in everything else, the by-path is 
‘ommonly the shortest way.’ When I think of this 
youthful freak, I always feel tempted to go and 
thank M. Thouvenel for his kind and judicious 
refasal. Oh! the false vocations! How ignorant 
the is of one’s self in his twenty-fifth year!” 

M. Champfleury has given us an amusing, in- 
tructive, and original work under the title of 

History of Ancient Caricature.” The title of the 

k ought to have been “ History of Familiar Art 
‘mong the Ancients ;’”’ the former title was selected 
more “taking.” It is a summary of German, | 
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Italian, and French authors on the subject. He 
shows how the ancients laughed at the gods by 
exhibiting their caricature of Jupiter delivered of 
Bacchus, the goddesses being midwives; and at 
/Eneas bearing old Anchises on his shoulder, and 
leading the lad, all these being represented as mon- 
keys; and at the Roman emperors. Caracalla is 
represented as a pastry-cook. Perhaps the most 
curious document in the work is a parody of the 
Crucifixion, discovered by Father Garucci in a gar- 
den near Mons Palatine, and which is believed to 
date from the third century A. D. 

M. Sainte-Beuve is expected to contribute to the 
next number of the “ Revue Contemporaine”’ a pro- 
found study on P. J. Proudhon. He gave in the 
last “Constitutionnel’’ a criticism on Mr. Grote’s 
“ History of Greece.”” He speaks in terms of the 
highest praise of that eminent historian. 

I have alluded in preceding letters to the report 
that M. Thiers was writing the history of Florence. 
In his last speech in the Legislative Body he said : 
“T may say, without making any display of my 
affection for Italy, that, next to France, it is the 
couutry which I have most visited and most loved. 
I was writing its history when I turned to write that 
of my own country.” I think we may build on this 
foundation hope to see yet a history of the histori- 
cal Peninsula by this eminent man. 

I am glad to hear it reported that M. Taine has 
been restored to his place as examiner of the St. 
Cyr School. 

Here is the prospectus of a publication now in 
press: “‘The History of the World Before the 
Known World.’ This work, hitherto unknown, was 
dictated to M. Bellue by Herodotus and by Voltaire. 
It will be published in numbers, each cantaining 16 
pages of text, with engravings inserted in it repre- 
senting the vegetables and animals that peopled 
the earth in twenty-three thousand three hundred 
and forty-seven years, the epoch of the creation by 
the Supreme Being, and not by Nature, as several 
historians assert. I see, dear reader, by your 
knowing, but inoffensive smile, that you side with 
the laughter of the sceptics and learned men who 
ridicule the world before the world, and who are 
not afraid of criticizing without examination. I 
see, then, like those illogical men who say, ‘I don’t 
believe it; therefore it cannot be so.’ You forget, 
dear readers, that in laughing at without examining 
a thing which is possible, you graze idiocy, mad- 
ness’s first cousin. The first number represents the 
junction of the two planets, with figures exhibiting 
the first alimentary plants, the animal creation, 
the first man whocame on earth 18,900 years before 
Moses. This number is in press. The appearance 
of ‘The World Before the World’ is a phenomenon 
which nobody can doubt. Had this work been 
written by a Victor Hugo, a Lamartine, or a Zim- 
merman, the reader might suspect that intellect and 
learning had created a fantastical publication; but 
brought out by a publisher known to a very few 
persons, the reader’s reflection will easily lead 
him to believe in M. Bellue’s veracity. The publi- 
cation of ‘The World Before the World’ will leave 
nobody in doubt, because still more extraordinary 
phenomena will be produced by the same cause, 80 
that the most obstinate sceptics, near kinsmen of 
materialists, will be obliged to open their eyes. I 
know that a great many of my readers will not be- 
lieve all I am summoned to reveal to them.

“Tue Fortsicutty Review” is the title of a new 
periodical which has just appeared in London. It 
is edited by Mr. George Henry Lewes, and published 
by Chapman & Hall on the first and fifteenth of 
each month, at two shillings a copy. The first 
number has been received, and it contains 1238 
pages, the contributions being from Walter Bage- 
hot, Anthony Trollope, George Eliot, M. D. Conway, 
Leicester Warren, Sir John Herschel, F. Harrison, F. 
T. Palgrave, John Dennis, and the editor. It is based 
upon the plan of the “Revue des Deux Mondes.” 
It is not designed as a party organ, but endeavors 
to promote the cause of liberalism and progress. 
The contents are elevated in tone, diversified as to 
subjects, and scholarly in the mode of treatment. 
The authors’ names are attached to the articles, 
even to the book notices. Mr. Lewes furnishes an 
excellent paper on “The Principles of Success in 
Literature.” He groups the laws of literature 
under three heads: the intellectual form, or the 
principle of vision ; the moral form, or the principle 
of sincerity ; and the esthetic form, or the prin- 
ciple of beauty; and he proposes to develop each 
of these heads in succeeding chapters. 


Tue report on the British Museum, just issued, 
contains some interesting statistics of the depart- 
ments of printed books and manuscripts. The 
number of visits to the reading-room for the pur- 
pose of study or research has, it appears, somewhat 
diminished. Last year the visits were 105,899 ; in 
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1859 they were 122,424; in 1861, 130,410; and in 
1863, 107,821. About 4,150 books seem to have 
been used in the reading-room every day. Each 
reader has consulted on an average 11 volumes per 
day, but these, we believe, do not inelude the books 
of reference, which are largely in use, and which 
are accessible to readers without writing a ticket. 
Including music, atlases, and newspapers, 38,842 
volumes have been added to the library ; of these, 
28,426 were purchased. The additions to the de 
partment of manuscripts in the course of the year 
are 609 manuscripts, 51 original charters, and 7] 
bull and seals ; the additions to the Egerton collee- 
tion are 17 manuscripts and 3 original charters.

HISTORY AND BIOGRAPHY. 
Life of Marcus Tullius Cicero. By William Forsyth, | 

M.A.Q.C. 2 vols. pp. 364, 341. New York: 

Charles Scribner & Co. 

We quite agree with Mr. Forsyth that in the | 
hundred years and more that have elapsed since | 
Middleton wrote his “ History of the Life of Marcus 
Tullius Cicero’’ there have appeared results of 
scholarship and investigation that justify the pro- 
duction of a new life, although old Middleton will 
be gladly remembered by everybody who has ever 
read him. In this new work we have not only the 
politician and the orator portrayed, but the manas he 
was in himself and in private life, surrounded by 
his family and friends, as a father, a husband, a 
friend, and a gentleman. Mr. Forsyth is not very 
copious in references to his sources and authorities, | 
but he tells us that he believes he has not neglected 
the works of any author who has written on the | 
subject. It is a careful, earnest, and loving attempt 
to reproduce one of the most illustrious and popular 
characters of antiquity. It can scarcely be said 
that Mr. Forsyth’s style is elevated or marked by 
avery great degree of literary merit. His desire to 
give a lifelike and modern air to his biography has | 
led him occasionally to indulge in colloquialisms | 
which are below the dignity of the subject. For | 
instance, we meet with such expressions as “ there | 
were no cotton lords at Rome ;’’ he “ goes on to say ;”’ 
“order reigns at Warsaw ;’’ “a public meeting in | 
the Forum ;’’ “could not bearthe idea ;’’ “he chalked | 
out for himself a course ;”’ “the news spread like | 
Wildfire ;” “ the same game that had been played was | 
continued.’? These are illustrations of a sort of | 
jaunty or free-and-easy style which, we think, is | 
misapplied in the present case. This is, however, |

It is, in fact, a new and thorough analysis 
of the period of which he treats. Verifications, 
illustrations, and facts from manuscript journals, 
records, rolls, state papers, and memorials of divers 
sorts meet us on almost every page. No one could 
now safely conduct an historical inquiry into this 
portion of English history without the aid of Mr. 
Froude’s work. His introductory chapter, on the 
social condition of England in the sixteenth century, 
is a delightful reproduction of the time, both in

“That there are two departments carried on simul- 
taneously, the ‘destructive’ and ‘ constructive,’ and 
upon their harmony and completeness depends the 
perfection of life which we call health.”

POETRY. 

The Iliad of Homer rendered into English Blank | 
Verse. By Edward Earl of Derby. 2 vols. pp. | 
x., 430; 456. New York: Charles Scribner & Co. | 
Just now Homer is quite the rage among English | 

scholars. Different theories touching the mode of | 

translating him, and different opinions touching the 
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retreats, but from life-long service in the ways of 
men, now enters, and the world is in doubt whether 
he does not bear off the palm alone. We have here- 
tofore had Pope’s Homer, and it is said that now for 
the first time we obtain Homer’s Homer. The 
present version grows out of the favorable reception 
of a rendering of the first book of the Iliad, which 
appeared in a small volume of “Translations of 
Poems, Ancient and Modern,” printed by the author 
in 1862, for private circulation. Since then, with 
an industry worthy of imitation by those who have 
nothing else to do but follow the professed business 
of reading, thinking, and writing, he has completed 
a translation of the entire poem, telling us, as we 
may well imagine, that it has afforded him “in the 
intervals of more urgent business, an unfailing and 
constantly increasing source of interest.” The 
metre of the translation is described by the author 
as ‘‘heroic blank verse.” He denounces “the so- 
called English hexameter” as a “ pestilent heresy, 
wholly repugnant to the genius of our language ;” 
and we are right glad to hear him say so, for 
whether in the hands of Tennyson, Longfellow, or 
anybody else, we can regard the specimens we have 
as nothing more than the cunning feats of metrical 
sleight-of-hand. His lordship himself thus indi- 
cates the principles that have guided him: “ It has 
been my aim throughout to produce a translation, 


|and not a paraphrase ; not indeed such a transla- 
| tion as would satisfy, with regard to each word, the 


rigid requirements of accurate scholarship; but 
such as would fairly and honestly give the sense 
and spirit of every passage and of every line, 
omitting nothing; and adhering, as closely as our 
language will allow, even to every epithet which is 
capable of being translated, and which has, in the 
particular passage, anything of a special and dis- 
tinctive character.” 

We know that a single brick is not a fair speci- 
men of a house, but as matter of curious comparison 
we quote the familiar opening passage :— 

“Of Peleus’ son, Achilles, sing, O Muse, 
The vengeance deep and deadly ; whence to Greece 
Unnumbered ills arose; which many a soul 
Of mighty warriors to the viewless shades 
Untimely sent; they on the battle plain 
Unburied lay, a prey to rav’ning dogs, 
And carrion birds ; but so had Jove decreed, 
From that sad day, when first in wordy war, 
The mighty Agamemnon, King of men, 
Confronted stood by Peleus’ godlike son.” 

The work has been received in England with 
commendation which cannot be regarded as in- 
fluenced by the author’s social or political position. 
The general tone of criticism has been extremely 
favorable, and it has indeed been regarded as the 
version which will take a permanent position in our 
literature as the accepted rendering of the blind 
old bard’s immortal story. We cannot dismiss the 
work without calling attention to the handsome 
manner in which the publishers have issued it. 
Its appearance is as creditable to their taste as their 
enterprise, and the pure, vigorous, graphic English 
of the contents finds its fitting accompaniment in 
the paper, typography, and binding of the volume.
